An act to amend the act entitled, * An act
to reduce and modify the rates of postage
in the United States, and for other purpo-
ses,” passed March third, cighteen hun-
dred and fifty one. -

Be it enacted by the Senate and House
of Representatives of the Uniled States in
Congress assembled,

That from and after the thirtieth day of
September, eighteen hundred and fifly-two
the postage upon all printed matter, pass-
ing through the mail of the United States,
instead of the rates now charged, shall be
as follows, to wit:  Each zewspaper, peri-
odieal, unsealed eircular, or other article of
